_ THE EARTH'S LIFETIME 

New York Herald Tribune: Dr. TL. 
P, Hall, of Harvard University, has 
measured the age of a piece of rock 
from South Dakota and has found it 
to be 1,518,000,000 years old, thus 
confirming the estimates of those 
sclentists who have been saying for 
the last few years that the age of 
our earth must be measured in bil- 
lions of years rather than in any 
lesser unit. Our planet is so old, it 
seems, that the recorded span of 
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human history is a mere moment in 
comparison. The two thousand 
years since Jultus Caesar bear the 
same relation to the age of Pr. 
Hall's Dakota rock as forty-eight 
minutes bears to the lifetime of a 
man of seventy.
